



Australia will have three national 
teams when Norwich City completes 
its current tour. 


Coach Rudi Gutendorf said he would have an 18- 
man national A squad, a youth squad and the under 
19 world youth championship squad which will be 
kept together as the Australian B or under 23 outfit. 


“This will ensure continuity and provide a firm 
base for Australia’s representative future,’ Gut- 
endorf said this week. 


“Many players will be interchangeable from one 
Squad to another. Greg Woodhouse and Eddie 
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Krncevic, for example, are in the B squad but are 
also good enough for the A selection. 

“Similarly, lan Souness and Vic Bozanic, both 
under consideration for the A selection, are young 
enough to be included also in the B squad.” 

Gutendorf said he wanted to keep the under 19 
squad together as a unit because so much time and 
money was spent in taking it to New Zealand and 
Paraguay for world youth championship matches. 
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He said he would name a 30-man youth 
squad next week. The players would be chosen 
from among those who competed in the Coca- 
Cola national youth championships in Mel- 
burne last week. 

The youth squad will be prepared for the finals of 
the Coca-Cola world youth championships to be 
held in Australia in 1981, so the players must have 
been born after May 1, 1961.

Gutendorf said he would watch Norwich's 
matches against Queensland (yesterday), Newcastle 
KB United (today, Wednesday) and NSW (Sunday) 
before naming his 18-man A squad for games 
against New Zealand and Partizan Belgrade in June. 

Gutendorf said he was still confident that an 
overseas tour would be arranged for the Soc- 
ceroos later this year. 

He said he did not yet know whether Australia 
would compete in the Olympic Games. ASF presi- 
dent Sir Arthur George and secretary Brian le Fevre, 
currently in Zurich, are seeking a ruling from FIFA on

FIFA decided last week to in- 
crease the number of finalists 
from 16 to 24, giving Australia 
a better chance of qualifying, as 
the 24 will include two teams 
from Asia, instead of one. 

The qualifying tournament 
will run from November 1 to 
November 30. 1981, FIFA’s 
world cup organising com- 
mittee decided. The closing 
date for countries to emter is 
August 31. 

The draw for groups in the 
final competition will be made 
in January, 1982. 

The committee allocated 13 
places in the final to European 
nations, three to South Amer- 
ica, two each to Africa, Asia and 
Central-North America. Argenti- 
na, the World Cup holder. and 
Spain, the host nation, will 
make up the quota of 24.

FOR NSW 


English First Division club Norwich 
City faces its biggest test on the way 
to a $10,000 purse in Sydney this 
Sunday. 


Norwich City clashes with New South Wales, 
which could easily double as the Australian nation- 
al team. 


Under the leadership of national coach Rudi Gutendorf, NSW 
has a squad which includes 13 players who have represented 
Australia at youth or senior level. 

And Gutendorf may add Peter Wilson, the former Socceroo 
great and defensive giant! 

tf NSW can hold or defeat Norwich City, the touring English 
club will be denied the jackpot in the Norwich Union challenge 
series. 

So far on tour, Norwich has won $3,000 in prizemoney with 
victories over Westem Australia (2-1), South Australia (4-0} 
and Victoria (4-2). Norwich will collect another $3,000 if it can 
defeat NSW, Newcastle KB Utd and Queensland, plus a $4,- 
000 bonus for going through the tour with a 100% record. 


The NSW squad hasn't been together as long as the Victor- 
ian team, but still has the class to go one better than Victoria 
and knock off Norwich. 

Because the players in the NSW squad come from only 
three clubs — Marconi, Sydney City and APIA — they 
should be able to combine together well as a team. If the 
side is successful, Gutendorf may be prompted to stick 
with the three-club make-up and dress the same players 
in the green and gold of Australia. 

Many of the players Gutendorf has selected in the NSW 
team could well form the backbone of the national team in 
years to come. 

Ace wingman Peter Sharne and strikers Eddie Krncevic and 
Mark Jankovics are natural choices because they are young and 
have great potential. 

Greg Woodhouse could easily progress from the youth to the 
senior national team as goalkeeper.

By the end of the match, the 
players had used more than 200 
plastic bags for their feet.

They were subjected to teeth- 
gnashing agony, so much so that 
some players were on the verge of 
giving up about eight hours short 
of the record, It was a miracle of 
endurance that they kept going. 

The record would have been in- 
valid had any one of the 22 
players dropped out, so there was 
a lot of concern when little John 
"Kokki" Kostopoulos became ill 
during the first night. He felt nau- 
seous and dizzy but after being 
given medication and being 
walked around by his team mates, 
he recovered fully and it was 
partly his example and his bright 
personality that kept same of the 
others going until the end. 

The score at the time | was 
there was 249-223 but the 
players later forgot about keeping 
score. 

Play itself was, well 
slow. 

Serge Guala paid tribute to 
Rosemary Cutlack, sports secre- 
tary of Prahran College, and her 
daughter Annabelle for their heip 
off the field. 

Rosemary herself thanked La 
Dolca Vita Pizza Parlour of High 
Street Armadale for delivering 
meals and Jim McKay of the St.

tuous marathon. 

All the players also thanked 
Waverley City soccer club for 
making one of its pitches avail- 
able for the record match. 

Unfortunately, that pitch now 
will be unfit for play for quite 
some time...

Australian Soccer is entor- 
ing a new phase which will 
have deep consequences for 
the future of the game through 
the 1980's. 

The catalyst precipitating this 
change is Coca-Cola. 

The $1.3 million dollars the 
company will spend on junior 
soccer in the next three years 
heralds a push to “de-migrantise” 
the game in this country. 

This push is being given extra 
impetus by the gifted, highly in- 
telligent and powerful boss of the 
Australian Soccer Federation, Sir 
Arthur George. 

It would appear that Sir Arthur, 
with Coca-Cola as his greatest 








ally. wants to have soccer socially 
acceptable in the country before 
the end of his tenure as Austra- 
fia’s soccer chief. 

This means ridding the game of 
its migrant image. 

Sir Arthur, himself a mi- 
grant, is well aware of the 
waves he is causing as he 
begins to rock the boat, which 
could have immense con- 
sequences for some clubs. 

His appointment of Brian 
Emary to the position of youth de- 
velopment officer for the ASF is 
the forerunner of a massive em- 
phasis that will be placed on our 
young players in the next two 
years, 

With 17 per cent of Australia’s 
youngsters now playing soccer in 
our schools there will be a drive to 
increase this with the introduction 
of a national schools competition. 

That there is scope to greatly 
increase soccer's role in the 


school sport curriculum hes been 
shown by the great success of 
Sydney City and St George BSC, 
with the two inter-schoo! com- 
petitions they have recenly in- 
troduced. 

In the St George competition 
are entered schools such as De la 
Salle of Caringbah which had 
never played soccer before. 

The wortd youth 
championships which will be hald 
in Australia in 1981 is the perfect 
medium on which Sir Arthur will 
concentrate his drive for the Aus- 
tralianisation of our soccer. 

As one who worked to increase 
the use of local products in our 
top teams, first at Sutherland and 
then at St George BSC, | wel- 
come the ASF's belated entry into 
the development of the game in 
Australia. 

At last it appears to be pre- 
pared to cease being just an 
appointer of national coaches 


and organiser of tours and is 
now prepared to become a 
leader encouraging our soccer 
growth. 

To cut off completely the 
inflow of migrant players 
would be as foolish as were 
the decades of mass import- 
ations of mediocre overseas 
talent. 

This is just one of the pressures 
the push to. Australianisa our 
game will produce.

Norwich rarely had the chance 
to break from defence and catch 
Victoria because of the excellent 
délaying work of the Victorian 
players.

His strength, 
determination and deadly finishing make him Philips 
League material. 

Victoria's cantre back Steve Blair of Albion Rovers 
is also playing senior State League soccer. [mperial in 
the air and vary fast on the ground, Blair could also 
go places. 

George Christopoulous had a disappointing final 
but was impressive in earlier matches. However, | felt 
the best of the midfielders overall was Charlie Yan- 
kos, although he apparently plays even better football 
at full back. 

Of the Western Australians, | liked midfielder Terry 
Wheatley best and | thought that along with Loh, he 
was the outstanding player of the final. Goalkeeper 
John Alavakis, hero of the semi-final against NSW, 
appears to have a bright future. He is fast, tough and 
courageous. 

Left back Tony Falcone and centre back Jim 
Murray also performed well in the final, and Paul 
Tombidis was Western Australia’s only affective for- 
Ward, 

NSW was best equipped with forward Ian 
Hunter, Billy Hood, Peter Vale and Greg Chap- 
man all showed flashes of brilliance. 

Bill Curran, coach of the Victorian team and also 
coach of the Victorian under 16s who are reigning 
national champions, said after the 3-1 victory in the 
final that his team could have beaten NSW as well 
although he conceded NSW was the most skilful 
team in the competition.

Western Australia and 
New South Wales were 
locked in battle for two 
hours in what was a class- 
ic confrontation between 
endeavour and technique.

CLOUGH TO BR 
ANOTHER RECO 
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Magnus Andersson 


Brian Clough is known in Britain as a 
performer of everyday soccer miracles. His 
most recent feat of inspiring Nottingham 
Forest to victory over FC Cologne in West 
Germany to clinch a place in the European 
Cup final was magnificent, but not unex- 
pected of the Forest manager. 


Not only did Forest overcome 
the odds to down Cologne, it 
became the first English club to 
win away in Europe after being 
held at home. The likes af Liver- 
pool and Manchester Utd. can't 
boost that record. 

However. on the continent of 
Europe, the dynamic Clough 
personality hasn't come 
through. Most know of his suc- 
cess, but the ebullient and un- 
Predicatable figure is just a 
name, 

Success by Forest in the Eu- 
tropean Cup final against FF 
Malmoe in Munich, West 
Germany could certainly 
change the situation. 

Clough and Nottingham 
Forest seam sure to emerge as 
new names and powers in Eu- 
ropean soccer. 

In 1977 Nottingham Forest 
scraped their way into the First 
Division with a points total 
which wouldn't have been 
enough if they had left their 
Surge just one more year. 

Yet in 1978 they took the 
League title and the League 
Cup. toppling Liverpool for the 
right to hold both trophies, Now 
again they are League Cup 
holders, the first team to retain 
the trophy, and along the way 
also maintaining the con- 
sistency to put together a 42- 
Game record unbeaten run in 
the League. 

But that wasn’t enough. 
Forest knocked holders Livar- 
pool out of the Champions’ Cup 
and appear destined to keep the 
trophy in England when they 
face Bob Houghton’s Malmoe 
on May 30. 

The Champions’ Cup means 
so much to Clough and man- 
agement partner Peter Taylor 
that they will move heaven and 
earth to ensure ail the right con- 
ditions for victory in the Olim- 
piastadion, 

Its a final which provides 
stark evidence of tha changing 
natura of football. No Swedish 
team has ever been this far, and 
no team has ever produced the 
remarkable leap shown by For- 
est, of rushing in two years from 
Second Division to the most 
glamorous night in European 
soccer 

So the final sees a pair of 
new teams in a match sure to 
be built into a confrontation be- 
tween the two English man- 
agers — Clough on the one side, 
and Houghton, the 33-¥ear-old 
Londoner on the other. And 
that too emphasises the 
changes in the game 

One it was the players who 
were all-important Now the 
balance has swung the other 
way. The players have become 
pawns in the chess game plot- 
ted by their masters 

Forest's officials, players 
and fans may well have not- 
iced ample avidence in 
Colognes, Weiswoiler is by 
far the biggest name around. 
tt is to Woiswailer that 
sponsors go with their cash 
and their products, rather 
than to his players. 

So Clough too, larger than 
life. is far biqger than any of his 
players bigger than even 
Trevor Francis. the record 
$1175 million buy from Bir- 
mingham in February and who 
is likely to make his first-ever 
appearance in European com- 
petition in Munich 

In much of the build-up to 
Munich so much emphasis will 
be placed on Clough’s bustle 
towards his density that the op- 
ponents on the night. Malmoe 
are likely to become almost for- 
gotten 

But. as Bob Houghton said 
after learning from a radio com- 
mentary that he would tangle 
with Forest in Munich: “We are 





not afraid of Brian Clough and 
Forest And though we may not 
be well known, neither are we 
novices.” 

That's obvious just from a 
glance at the team who have 
won the Swedish league 
three times in the past five 
years and been runners-up 
on the other two occasions. 

There is a weight of ex- 
perience in World Cup squad 
defenders Roy, Roland and 
Magnus Andersson and Ingmar 
Erlandsson._ In fact, that’s where 
Houghton's only problem over 
his line-up could lie — deciding 
which of his back men to leave* 
out. 

Houghton will settle for Roy 
Andersson and newcomer Kent 
Jonsson in the centre of the lina 
of four who manipulate the 
Strict offside trap on which 
Malimoe base their game. 

Houghton's biggest disaster 
is the absence of Bo Larsson, 
to control his sida on the big 
night. Larsson’ the lanky striker- 
turned-general-turned-sweeper 
could have been a mightily im- 
portant player in Munich. With 
his skill, experiance from 70 
internationals, his vision and ac- 
curately and beautifully-weigh- 
ted passes he was the one 

Swede who could have turned 
the game upside down 

Sadly Larsson will not be 
there He damaged knee liga- 
ments against Wista Krakow in 
the first leg of the quarter final 
and is ouf until September. His 
absence is a sore blow. 

That's not to denigrate the 
ability of the men who will be 
playing - Anders Ljungberg and 
his left-foot skills. the redoub- 
table Staffan Tapper in midfield, 
and the exciting attacking skills 
of left-sided newcomer Jan- 
Olof Kinvall. But if Malmoshad 
any sensible aspirations of yaul- 
ting to victory, then Larsson 
would have been the spring- 
board 

They go as the first Swedish 
club to embrace a form of full- 
time professionalism; they go 
as excited and refreshing new- 

comers in a competition where 
the biggest guns always win the 
day 

Convention, tradition call it 
what you will. is that the favour- 
ites win the trophy. Not many 
outsiders have finished doing 
the lap of honour. Benfica in
